asper National Park is the largest and most northerly of the 
four Canadian Rocky Mountain National Parks which | 
comprise part of a UNESCO World Heritage Site. Running 
through the Park is the Athabasca River, a Canadian 
Heritage River that begins in the Columbia Icefield and 
flows more than 1,200 kilometres before joining the Mackenzie River on 
its way to the Arctic. The Columbia Icefield is the hydrologic apex of 
North America with waters from the icefield flowing to the Atlantic, 
Pacific, and Arctic Oceans. There are five national historic sites in Jasper 
National Park commemorating the fur trade era, transportation corridors 


through the Rockies and early architecture. 


The scenery in Jasper National Park is rugged, including deeply gouged 
Maligne Canyon and picturesque Maligne Lake. The Icefields Parkway, 
a 230-kilometre scenic drive south to Lake Louise in Banff National 
Park, passes by the Columbia Icefield where, in summer, you can take a 
“snocoach” tour on the Athabasca Glacier, one of eight large glaciers that 
cover more than 300 square kilometres. Wildlife is abundant and truly 
wild, including elk (wapiti), deer, moose, bear and coyote. Over 1,000 
km of hiking trails have something for 
everyone, from short strolls on paved

terce competition led both the Hudson Bay and North 
West Companies to build trading posts at Rocky 
Mountain House in 1799. For the next 76 years, Rocky 
Mountain House witnessed a colourful history which 
included trading with eight different Aboriginal tribes, 
voyageurs, explorers and missionaries. The area experienced the effects 
of destructive competition in the fur trading industry, epidemics, boom, 


bust, starvation, and the birth of a nation. 


Today, visitors will find a place with a rich cultural history in a 
‘beautiful outdoor setting. Five kilometeres of trails wind along the 
North Saskatchewan River to the archaeological remains of four 
trading posts. The Site’s Visitor Centre features exhibits and artifacts 
of Aboriginal people and the fur trade era.

olling prairie and lake landscapes abruptly meet 
colourful 3,000-metre mountain peaks in Waterton 
Lakes National Park. This landscape supports a 
variety of plant life; over half of Alberta's plant species 


can be found in its grasslands, meadows, forests and 
marshes. Upper Waterton Lake, the largest of Waterton’s signature 
chain of lakes, is the deepest lake in the Canadian Rockies. The park 
provides habitat for wildlife such as bison, deer, moose, elk, bighorn 
sheep, bears, cougars and wolves. It is also notable for the large fall 
migration of waterfowl. In 1932, the park was joined with Montana’s 
Glacier National Park to form the Waterton-Glacier International 
Peace Park, a world first. In 1995 they became a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site. The Waterton Natural History Association's Heritage 


Centre on Main Street features exhibits of human and natural history.

Retracing the footsteps of the 
Gold Rush stampeders 


he Chilkoot Trail National Historic Site commemorates 
the mass movement of people during the Klondike Gold 
Rush of 1898. The Trail winds its way through Pacific 
rainforests on the Alaskan portion of the trail and 
through alpine, then boreal forests on the Canadian 
side. Originally established as a trading route by the First Nations 
people on both sides of the international border, the trail offered access 
to the water system that would take the gold-crazed stampeders to 
the Klondike in the north Yukon. With the end of the gold rush and the 
construction of the White Pass and Yukon Route Railway over the 
pass, use of the trail diminished until the early 1970s when adventure 
seekers recognized the challenge offered by the trading route. Once 


again the rush was on! 


Parks Canada and the United States Parks Service have joined forces 
to maintain the trail, thus enabling hikers to relive the early days 

of the stampede as they trudge their way up and over the summit and 
make their own discoveries of gold rush artifacts and spectacular 
scenery along the way. Prospective hikers 
please note: you are invited to look at 
but not touch the artifacts you see, 

and be aware that the Chilkoot Trail is

uilt in 1827, Fort Langley was part of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company's network of trading posts that 
stretched across what is now Western Canada and 


the United States. The Fort was busy. Furs were 


shipped via Cape Horn to Europe; Fraser River 
salmon found a market in Hawaii; California prospectors bought the 
Fort’s cranberries; and produce from the farm supported Russians in 
Alaska.

ort Rodd Hill, part of the extensive fortifications that 
defended Victoria and the naval base at Esquimalt, 

is one of the world’s best preserved 1890s coast artillery 
forts. The Site covers over 18 hectares (44 acres) and 


structures include three gun batteries, underground 
magazines, barracks command posts and searchlight emplacements. 
Audio and video programs, interpretive signs, period refurnished 
rooms and displays of original artifacts explain the Site's long and 
colourful history. 


Fisgard Lighthouse, built in 1860, was the first permanent lighthouse 
to enter service on Canada’s rugged west coast. The exterior of the 
lighthouse has been carefully restored to its 19th-century appearance. 
Inside the light-keeper’s house, two floors of exhibits and an 
impressive display of century old lighthouse lenses shed light on 
Fisgard’s past.

lacier National Park was established in 1886 along the 
original route of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Rogers 
Pass has been designated a National Historic Site to 


commemorate the importance of this national transporta- 


tion corridor. Today, the park protects an area of the 
Selkirk and Purcell ranges of the Columbia Mountains that provides 
habitat for the mountain caribou and grizzly bear, as well as a number of 
other increasingly threatened wildlife species. Half of the area of the park 
is alpine tundra, where the meadows burst into flower for a few weeks 
each summer. At lower altitudes, heavy rain and high snowfall yield a 


lush rainforest of cedar, hemlock, spruce and fir. 


Visitors can explore memories of the last century at the Rogers Pass 
Centre, which tells the story of the discovery of the Pass and the 
completion of the railway. The Abandoned Rails Trail and Loop Brook 
Trail also present the story of the Pass at sites along the old rail line. 
Hemlock Grove Boardwalk provides an interpretive experience on a 
barrier-free trail that winds through an ancient cedar-hemlock forest. 
Picnic areas offer spectacular close-up views of the mountains and quiet 
riverside locations. Visitors can camp among the towering cedars and 
hemlocks, along the fast rivers which flow from 
the IIllecillewaet, Asulkan and Bonney glaciers.

From cactus to glaciers 


ootenay is a park of contrasts. Along the parkway that was key 


to its creation, this slender park of 1,406 square kilometres 
features changes from rugged peaks, open valleys and cold glacial 
waters to narrow canyons, lush alpine meadows, hot mineral 
springs and warm, dry grasslands. Kootenay is part of the 
UNESCO Canadian Rocky Mountain Parks World Heritage Site. Its special 
features include the colourful natural mineral pools of ochre called the Paint 
Pots, and wildlife such as Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep, mountain goats, elk, 


wolves, cougar, bear, mule deer and whitetail deer. 


Most visitors begin their park experience on the 94-kilometre Kootenay Parkway 
(Highway 93 South), which cuts through the Park from north to south. Every 
twist and turn of the road reveals something interesting to explore. Stop to enjoy 
a self-guided nature trail to the cold mineral springs known as the Paint Pots. 
Aboriginal people from both sides of the Continental Divide gathered clay here 
for decoration and trade, and considered the area to be sacred. At Marble 
Canyon, a steep but geologically fascinating self-guided nature trail crosses a 
narrow gorge eroded by the waters of Tokumm Creek. Roadside exhibits at the 
scene of the Vermilion Pass Burn explain how fire plays an important role in 

the nature of the forest. Along the road, enjoy the wildlife viewing opportunities 
for deer, mountain goat and bighorn sheep. A dip in the Radium Hot Springs 
pools is a fine way to end a journey and relax 
among the rock walls of Sinclair canyon. For those 
seeking wilderness and adventure, a system of 
hiking trails offer many options for day hikes to 
multi-day backcountry trips with links to trails 
in Banff and Yoho National Parks. There are 
also opportunities for whitewater canoeing, tour 
cycling, mountain biking, mountaineering and, in winter, 


cross-country skiing and snowshoeing.

ffering lush rainforest and sub-alpine wildflower 
landscapes in the summer and shimmering golden 
hues tn the fall, Mount Revelstoke National Park is 
alive with colour and beauty. The Park was established 
in 1914 to protect its unspoiled Columbia Mountains 
scenery and its recreational potential. Today, the Park covers an area of 
old-growth forest in the western Selkirk Mountain range that provides 
habitat for the mountain caribou and grizzly bear, as well as a number 
of other increasingly threatened wildlife species. Mount Revelstoke is a 
landscape of rugged snow-capped peaks, glaciers, sub-alpine meadows 


and thick valley-bottom rainforests. 


The 26-kilometre Meadows in the Sky Parkway at the Park’s western 
entrance leads up to the 1,938-metre summit of Mount Revelstoke, 
offering a spectacular mountain-top setting and panoramic views. 
Visitors to the Meadows in the Sky can experience high country 
day-hiking, backpacking, cross-country skiing and ski-touring 
opportunities. Deep below, in the Illecillewaet Valley, Skunk Cabbage 
Boardwalk offers visitors an opportunity 
to experience a tranquil riverside wetland, 
while Giant Cedars Boardwalk winds 
through a spectacular forest of 1,000-year-old — 
cedars and hemlocks.

acific Rim National Park Reserve is Canada’s only 
national park reserve on Vancouver Island, and is 
composed of three geographically distinct units: 
Long Beach, the West Coast Trail and the Broken 


Group Islands. 


A ten-kilometre stretch of sandy beach identifies the Long Beach unit 
of the park. The constant roar of surf, lush coastal rainforest and 
soaring eagles combine to create a unique west coast experience. 


Pacific Rim is straddled by the coastal villages of Ucluelet and Tofino. 


The West Coast Trail largely retraces the old telegraph route first 
established in 1890 and follows a rugged shoreline where the topography 
ranges from sandy beaches to rocky headlands. Wide sandstone ledges, 
caves, tidal pools and waterfalls add variety to the shoreline. 


The Broken Group Islands, an archipelago of more than 100 islets 
situated in Barkley Sound, is a favourite area for ocean kayakers and 
canoers to explore.

he word 'Yoho' is a Cree expression of awe — an apt descrip- 
tion for this national park with 28 mountain peaks which are 
more than 3,000 metres in height. The heritage attractions 
within Yoho National Park include the Spiral Tunnels, which 


demonstrate the difficulties of constructing a railroad through 
the mountains; Takakkaw Falls, with a free fall of 254 metres; and the 
Natural Bridge, where the Kicking Horse River has carved its way through 
solid rock. Yoho is part of a UNESCO World Heritage Site and contains 
another World Heritage Site within it. This is the Burgess Shale, a rock 
formation that preserves in delicate detail the remains of an incredible 
variety of soft-bodied life forms. More than 500 million years old, the Burgess 
Shale fossils have greatly expanded our understanding of early evolution. 


Visitors to Yoho National Park can learn about and see examples of fossils 
from the Burgess Shale at an exhibit at the Field Visitor Centre. Here, they 
may obtain Park information and permits for backcountry travel. Whether 
touring, hiking or skiing, most visitors to Yoho come to experience the 
dramatic mountain landscape of the Continental Divide. The steep valleys 
with their glaciers, icefields, waterfalls and lakes provide picturesque back- 
drops for picnicking, self-guiding interpretive walks, camping and exploring. 
The 400 kilometres of hiking trails provide access 
to those who wish to hike for a few hours or for 
a few days. The wet forests of the western main 
ranges offer nature lovers a wide variety of 
plant life to enjoy. Wildlife watching is best in the 
western region of the park, and opportunities 
exist to see a variety of bird life as well as elk, deer, 


moose and coyote.

The edge of the arctic... polar bears and more 


xperience Canada’s accessible arctic in Wapusk National 
Park. Canada’s seventh largest national park is an 
immense lowland of 11,475 square kilometres southeast 


of Churchill, Manitoba. It protects one of the largest

Polar bears congregate near Churchill during October 
and early November. In spring, birders from around the world travel 
to this major migratory flyway to see nesting arctic birds such as 
the king eider, gyrfalcon, Ross’ gull and more. Summer provides a 
unique opportunity to see thousands of 
beluga whales from shore or on a whale-

Step back in time to the War of 1812 
at this circular stone fort 


riginally built for the War of 1812, Carleton Martello 
Tower, was one of sixteen such forts erected across 
Canada. Construction began in 1813, but the war was 
over by the time of its completion in 1815. This unique 
fortification saw military service from 1815 to the 
Second World War as a strategic defence site for the City of Saint John 
and its prestigious harbours. The Tower has a restored powder 


magazine (ca. 1845), restored barracks (ca. 1866) and other exhibits. 


Today, visitors to the Site can ask interpreters about early 19th century 
life at the fort, view an audiovisual presentation, visit a restored 
powder magazine or climb to the top of the Tower to admire spectacular 


views of Canada’s oldest incorporated city and the Bay of Fundy.

Kouchibouguac Bay eco-tourism site 


ouchibouguac (Koo-she-boo-quack) is a word of 
Mi’kmag origin meaning “river of the long tides”. 
Established in 1969, this 238 square kilometre 


(97 square mile) national park encompasses organic 


terrain, bogs, salt marshes, tidal rivers, lagoons, 
freshwater and estuarine systems, and abandoned agricultural areas, 
providing diverse ecosystems for a myriad of species of flora and 
fauna. Miles of fragile white sand dunes, sculpted by the wind, are a 
refuge to the endangered piping plover (a small shore bird), while 
barrier islands are home to the second largest tern colony in North 
America. The Park also features a number of rare plant species and 


223 species of birds, making tt an ideal destination for bird-watching.

s the site of the first European settlement in North America, 


L’Anse aux Meadows ranks among the world’s most 
significant archaeological properties. Nearly 1,000 years 
ago, a Norse expedition from Greenland, under the 
leadership of Leif Erikson, landed at L’Anse aux 
Meadows, establishing a camp that would serve as a base for explorations 
to the south. This Norse site was first brought to the attention of the world 
in 1960 when the remains of eight 11th century buildings were found. 
The outlines of these buildings can still be seen at this UNESCO World 
Heritage Site. 


Today, visitors to the Site view artifacts, exhibits, dioramas and a film 
inside the Visitor Centre before proceeding to the archaeological and 
reconstructed sites. The boardwalk, which takes visitors from the “present 
to the past”, is an integral part of the L’'Anse aux Meadows experience. 
Along the way, visitors can view beautiful and, in some instances, rare 
wildflowers as well as dramatic views of the ocean and the numerous 


majestic icebergs which are present off the coastline during the summer 


months. Reconstructed sod huts let the visitor 
experience first-hand the warm, smoky 
atmosphere of these efficient buildings, while 
costumed interpreters demonstrate Norse 
life of 1,000 years ago. Just beside the 
reconstructed buildings are the ruins of 
the original huts which served as home to these 


hardy men and women so many years ago.

ed Bay was once the centre of a Basque whaling opera- 
tion believed to have been one of the most important 
of its kind during the last half of the 16th century. 

It was on Saddle Island, located in Red Bay Harbour, 


that archaeologists discovered the outlines of buildings 
and a cemetery where 140 Basque whalers were laid to rest. 

A Spanish galleon, believed to be the San Juan, was found lying at 
the bottom of the harbour in 1978. The ship is only one of two in 

the world providing examples of the naval architecture that allowed 


Europeans to colonize North America in the 16th century. 


Today, visitors to Red Bay can view exhibits, a film and artifacts 
including one of the most unique artifacts in North America, a Basque 
chalupa or whaleboat.

or hundreds of years, merchant-run salt fish complexes 
such as the Ryan Premises served as key economic 
forces behind Newfoundland’s inshore fishery.

tanding guard over St. John’s Harbour, Signal Hill has 
played a key role in Canada’s military and communi- 
cations history since the early 18th century. The site 


was originally a British fort and it was here, in 1762, 


that the last North American battle of the Seven Years 
War was fought. The British garrison was withdrawn in 1870, and 
the colony used the empty barracks as hospitals. It was in one of these 
buildings that Guglielmo Marconi made communications history in 


1901 with the reception of the first trans-Atlantic wireless radio signal. 


Visitors can explore Cabot Tower, built to commemorate Queen 
Victoria's Diamond Jubilee and the 400th anniversary of John Cabot’s 
voyage of discovery. The Tower was the last signal station on Signal 
Hill and, today, is one of the province's best known landmarks. 

The Tower contains exhibits and, in the summer, the Society of 
Newfoundland Radio Amateurs operate an amateur radio station 
from it. Daily in the summer, the Site fires a gun to mark 12 o'clock 


noon, in keeping with a tradition dating to the 1830s.

erra Nova National Park was established in 1957 to 
protect the Atlantic uplands and boreal forest of eastern 
Newfoundland. The natural habitat of this 400 square 
kilometre Park includes spruce-fir forests, rolling hills, 
sheltered inlets, rugged coastline, bogs, ponds and 
streams, and glacial features. From mighty whales roaming the rich 
feeding grounds of the Sounds to the orchids of the boreal habitat, this 
area has supported an impressive array of marine and terrestrial life 
for thousands of years. Salmon, moose, bear, lynx and bald eagles are 
just some of the wildlife you may see at Terra Nova. The area has also 
supported human life for hundreds of years. Since the days of the 
Beothuk and early European settlers, people have found refuge in this 
area. The more recent European inhabitants left their mark in the 


now-abandoned settlements along the Park’s coastline.

The most northerly navigable river 
in the world 


ulavik National Park was established in 1992 after 

extensive negotiations between the Inuvialuit of 

Sachs Harbour and the Governments of Canada 

and the Northwest Territories. In the Inuvialuktun 
language, Aulavik means “place where people 

travel”. The Park is a pristine Arctic wilderness area and encompasses 

12,275 square kilometres of the Western Arctic Lowland Natural 

Region. The principle feature of Aulavik National Park is the Thomsen 

River, which is reputed to be the most northerly navigable river in 


the world. 


Sachs Harbour, the only community on Banks Island, is situated 
along the southwest coast of the island and some 250 km from 

the Park. Sachs Harbour is home to 140 people, and the Inuvialuit 
residents of Sachs Harbour were instrumental in ensuring the 
establishment of Aulavik. In keeping with their cultural traditions, 
they have been guaranteed the right to continued subsistence 


harvest activities within the Park boundaries. 


Location 


Aulavik National Park is a remote 
wilderness park situated on 
Banks Island which is accessed by 


charter aircraft.

ahanni National Park Reserve is a truly outstanding

uktut Nogait means “young caribou” in Inuvialuktun, 
the language of the Inuvialutt. The phrase refers to 
a young caribou from the time it drops, wobbly-footed 


on the tundra, until it is roughly one year of age. 


Tuktut Nogait National Park offers 16,340 square 
kilometres of diverse landscapes, including tundra vegetation, rolling 
hills and deep river canyons. Features of interest include the spectacular 
valleys and canyons along the Hornaday and Brock Rivers, as well as 
La Roncieére Falls. Abundant cliffs and ramparts provide good nesting 
habitat for birds of prey. The density of nesting hawks, falcons 

and eagles is among the highest of any location in the Northwest 
Territories. The hills and valleys are also excellent habitat for caribou 
and muskox. The Park encompasses most of the core calving grounds 
of the Bluenose caribou herd, which 1s culturally and economically 
important for the Inuvialuit of the region. Numerous archaeological 
sites can also be found in the Park, bearing testimony to the human 


history of the area that stretches back thousands of years. 


Location 

Tuktut Nogait lies approximately 
45 km east of the community of 
Paulatuk, NWT, and 425 km 
northeast of the town of Inuvik, 
NWT. 


Access to the Park is by private 
boat from Paulatuk, by charter 
aircraft from Inuvik or by hiking 
from Paulatuk. 


Dates and Hours of Operation 


Because Tuktut Nogait National 
Park is a remote wilderness park, 
it is recommended that your visit

The headwaters 
of the Hornaday are located 20 
to 30 km southwest of Bluenose 
Lake, and 160 km north of the 
Arctic Circle.

ood Buffalo National Park is Canada’s largest 
national park and one of the largest in the 
world. At 44,807 square kilometres, it 


represents a stunning example of the Northern 


Boreal Plains. Its subarctic landscape is a vast 
mosaic of boreal forest, muskeg, and karst. In the remote southeast 
corner of the Park, three major rivers converge to form the Peace- 

) Athabasca Delta, one of the largest inland freshwater deltas in the 
world. The Park is a summer home to endangered species such as the 
whooping crane and peregrine falcon, and also protects the worldis 
largest free-roaming bison herd. Traditional use by local Aboriginal 
people is a unique aspect of the Park’s cultural heritage. In 1983, 
the park received World Heritage Site designation as “an exceptional 


natural site... forming part of the heritage of mankind”. 


Frontcountry experiences in Wood Buffalo National Park include 
hiking, road touring, day use, camping, wildlife viewing, and 
swimming. For experienced wilderness adventurers, multi-day 
backcountry canoe trips are possible along 


the major river systems.

Mi’kmag encampment over 3500 years ago, forts and 
settlements established by the Scots, French and 
British from 1629 onwards form the character of 
this site.

uilt by the British in 1750, Fort Edward once guarded 
the overland route between Halifax and the Bay of 
Fundy. Between 1755 and 1762, the Fort served as the 


detention centre for the deportation of over 1,000 


Acadians. Although British troops stayed at the Fort 
until the early 19th century, its strategic importance rapidly declined. 
Today, only the blockhouse remains — the oldest example of its kind 


in Canada. 


Visitors to the blockhouse may savour its authentic 18th century 
atmosphere. Visitors are also invited to stroll the grounds and take 


advantage of the trail linking Fort Edward to the Town of Windsor.

ounded in 1713, Louisbourg enjoyed three peaceful 
decades as a key colonial seaport for France. Once the 
capital of fle Royale (Cape Breton Island), Louisbourg 
played a pivotal role in the Franco-British struggle for 
colonization of North America. It was once one of the 
busiest harbours in North America and a key economic and military 


centre for France in the New World. 


) Today, one-quarter of colonial Louisbourg has been authentically 
reconstructed and stands as a monument to a bygone era. The Fortress 
is the only national historic site in Canada to have received the 
Michelin Travel Guide's coveted three-star rating.

See replicas of tools used by the native Mi’kmaq and their ancestors more 
than 4,500 years ago.

he Port-Royal Habitation is a replica of one of the 
earliest European settlements in North America. 
Founded by Sieur de Mons, plans for the original build- 


ing were sketched by Samuel Champlain. Champlain's 


original sketch also served as the guide for constructing 
the replica. Between 1605 and 1613, the French residents of Port- 
Royal tended fields and gardens and traded furs. Over the years 

they formed an alliance with the Mi’kmagq that would continue for 
more than a century. Port-Royal was home to the first social club in 
Canada, “The Order of Good Cheer”, and the first European theatrical 


performance in Canada. 


As you step through the Habitation gate, costumed interpreters will 
help you “return in time” to the 17th century. Explore the forge, bakery,

A spectacular arctic wilderness 


he Auyuittuq National Park Reserve is a spectacular 
Arctic wilderness featuring jagged mountain peaks, 
deep valleys, steep walled ocean fiords and eternal 


glacier ice. The Penny Highlands dominate the 


National Park Reserve with peaks of Precambrian 
granite. Most of the highlands are covered by the solid ice of the 
Penny Ice Cap, probably a remnant of the continental glaciers of the 
last ice age. Akshayuk Pass is a 97 km (60 mi.) ice-free trough that 
cuts through the mountains between Cumberland Sound and Davis 
Straight. Visitors can hike the pass in summer and cross-country ski 


or snowmobile it in the winter. 


The plants of Akshayuk Pass blossom into colour early in June. 

The sparse tundra vegetation supports few animal species, but sea life 
is plentiful. In addition to providing world-class hiking opportunities, 
Auyuittuq’s magnificent peaks draw climbing enthusiasts from far 
and wide. The park also draws photographers, artists, and those 


wishing to study arctic ecology and geology.

llesmere Island National Park Reserve protects the most 
remote, fragile, rugged and northerly lands in North 
America. Glaciers abound here, with icefields up to 900 


metres (3,000 feet) thick cloaking the mountains of 


Grant Land in the northern portion of this National Park 
Reserve. The ocean coastline of the park is deeply incised by glacial 
valleys and fiords. South and east of the mountains, the land abruptly 
descends to Lake Hazen, a thermal oasis in a polar desert. The rugged 
Hazen Plateau, dissected by river canyons, gradually rises to the 
southeast of the lake. Ellesmere is one of the driest areas of the northern 
hemisphere. In areas where ground water is retained, vegetation such 
as grass-sedge meadows flourish. During the brief summer, the sun 
remains high in the sky, bathing the land in continuous daylight. 
Bright Arctic wildflowers dot the landscape with yellow, white, pink 
and mauve. These plants provide food for musk ox, Peary caribou and 
Arctic hares. During the summer, thirty species of birds nest in the 


area, many coming from great distances. 


Most people come to Ellesmere Island National Park Reserve to 
enjoy no-trace backpacking in an ultimate 
wilderness environment. Visitors can 

also participate in ski-touring and ski- 
mountaineering, or take part in an aerial 
tour. Historic sites in the park include _ 
rock cairns, caches and camps of European 


and American Arctic explorers.

Battle scenes of the Niagara frontier 


he Niagara River formed a natural but contested 

border between the young American republic and 

British colonies expanding westward on the North 

American continent. Vigilantly defended from both 

shores, the Niagara frontier was the scene of key battles 
of the War of 1812, an era remembered today at Fort George and 
Queenston Heights. 


Fort George has been restored to the eve of the War of 1812, when it 
stood guard over transportation on the Niagara River and protected 
a large military complex and key supply depot. Throughout July 
and August, the sounds of drumming and fifing echo inside the 


Fort’s walls. 


At Queenston Heights, the peaceful surroundings belie the intense 
battle between U.S. and British Forces which took place here. 
Brock’s Monument marks the grave of the famous Major-General, 


Isaac Brock, who was killed in the crucial battle on the heights.

nce the most westerly frontier outpost in British 
North America, Fort St. Joseph launched the initial 
attack for the defence of the country in the War of 
1812. Strategically located at the entrance to the 


channel linking Lakes Huron and Superior, it was a 
major trade supply depot as well as the western headquarters of the 
Indian Department from 1796 to 1812, forging the creation of an 


entire village. 


Today, Fort St. Joseph is an important archeological and historic site 


that accords visitors a decidedly different “fort experience”. Rather 


than a reconstruction, visitors see exactly what remained after the Fort 


and its surrounding civilian houses were burned by the Americans 
in 1814. Stabilized ruins blend with nature on 900 acres of protected 
land. A migratory bird sanctuary, the site abounds with rare bird 


species as well as animals and wildflowers.

1812, Fort Wellington guarded the vital shipping artery 
along the St. Lawrence throughout the 19th century. 
Original earthworks from 1812 still stand sentinel over 


the river, as do the blockhouse and outbuildings built in 
response to the 1837 Rebellions. Visitors can discover for themselves 
the exciting stories of that turbulent age, brought to life by knowledgeable 
costumed guides, authentic period furnishings and engaging exhibits. 


Be prepared to try on a soldier's uniform, test the comfort of a barracks 
bed, or learn military drill. As well, be sure to visit the Battle of 

the Windmill National Historic Site which is 2 km east of Fort

Celebrating feats of engineering from 
the turn of the century 


he Sault Ste. Marie Canal National Historic Site 

provides an excellent opportunity for boaters and boat 

watchers to experience a unique historical setting. 

When tt first opened in 1895, the historic lock was 

the largest in the world, and the first to be electrically 
operated. This remarkable engineering achievement was the last link 
in an all-Canadian waterway leading from Lake Superior to the 
Atlantic Ocean. The Sault Ste. Marie Canal National Historic Site 
preserves historic buildings built of red sandstone excavated from the 
canal during construction. These buildings include the Powerhouse, 
where 100-year old pumps still operate to de-water the lock, as well as 
the beautiful Superintendent’s Residence. The site also boasts the only 
remaining Emergency Swing Bridge Dam in the world, and also the 
only such structure to ever have seen true action; site staff recount 
the disastrous 1909 accident during guided tours. In 1998, a new 
recreational lock, built within the walls of the historic lock, opened at 


the Sault Ste. Marie Canal.

t was in this location that the French established the first 
European settlement on Prince Edward Island in 1720. 
The post's strategic location made it a valuable colonial outpost 
between Québec and Louisbourg. The Island changed hands 
twice before the British confirmed their possession in 1758. 
In that year, they erected Fort Amherst, and about 3,000 Acadians 
were deported. Ten years later, the garrison withdrew and the Fort fell 


into ruin. All that remains today are grass-covered earthworks. 


Today, visitors to the Site can enjoy one of the best scenic views of 
historic Charlottetown Harbour and the capital city. A Visitor Centre 
with an audiovisual presentation, artifacts, exhibits and a period 

cafe are located on site. Visitors can also explore the earthworks and a 


wooded nature trail, and then enjoy a picnic on the grounds.

rince Edward Island National Park protects a 
spectacular system of sand dunes, beaches, sandstone 
cliffs, salt marshes and fresh water ponds.

Heritage Inn. In 1998, the Greenwich Sand Dunes were added to 
Prince Edward Island National Park; the site will be officially open 
in the year 2000. The dune system has national and international 
significance, and the area also contains evidence of Paleo-Indian 


occupation at least 10,000 years old, as well as Acadian occupation. 


Stretching across the north shore of the Island along the Gulf of 

St. Lawrence, Prince Edward Island National Park was once home to 
Mi’kmaq, Acadian fishermen and British farmers. Today, visitors to 
the Park can enjoy over 40 kilometres of spectacular scenery, camping, 
walking and hiking trails, and interpretive programs, events and 
exhibits. Its pristine beaches are not only great for swimming, but are 
also excellent locations for walking and exploring. Each beachcombing — 
foray brings new discoveries.

The birthplace of Confederation 


n 1864, Province House hosted the Charlottetown Conference 
that eventually led to the formation of Canada. Today, the 
Site is considered Canada’s “birthplace of Confederation”. 
The Confederation Chamber and several other rooms have been 
faithfully restored to their 19th-century Victorian elegance, 
and today the building stands as a monument to Canadian history. 
The building also houses the second-oldest active legislative chambers 


in Canada. 


Visitors to the Site can visit the Confederation Chamber and see the 


original tables and chairs used by the delegates to the 1864 conference. 


Throughout the summer, daily interpretive programs and vignettes 
are held, many of which feature interpreters dressed in period costume. 
The Site also offers a new film and exhibits which interpret this 
significant period of Canada’s history.

uring the second half of the 18th century, France and 
England engaged in numerous battles for supremacy in 
the New World.

A massive undertaking of the 19th century 


he Carillon Canal, inaugurated in 1833, provided a 
route around the rapids on the Ottawa River, particularly 
those at Long Sault. Originally constructed for military 


reasons, the Canal served commercial transport from the 


beginning. The impressive lock is more than 20 meters 
high and, today, boats can navigate the sharp drop in only 20 
minutes. The same trip in the original canal system involved 3 canals 


and 11 locks. 


The site will delight both recreational boaters and hikers. Visitors

artier-Brébeuf is where French explorer Jacques Cartier 
spent the winter with his crew from 1535 to 1536, 

on his second voyage to Canada. Between 1534 and 
1541, he sailed the Gulf of St. Lawrence and the 


St. Lawrence River all the way up to Montreal. 
In addition to these historical themes, the Site commemorates the 


meeting between Europeans and Aboriginal peoples, and the arrival of 


Jesuit missionaries, including the well-known Father Jean de Brébeuf, 


who was among the first builders of the mission in 1626. 


Entering the replica of Cartier’s ship, the Grande Hermine, you can 
easily imagine the difficult conditions faced by sailors in the 16th 
century. Inside the Aboriginal palisade, you can recall the way of life 
of the 16th century St. Lawrence Iroquoians as you explore the 
longhouse, which contains traditional objects, and the garden where 


the “three sisters” —corn, beans and squash —are grown.

Historic locks for today’s boats 


he Chambly Canal, which has been used for 
navigation since 1843, is now open to pleasure craft. 


The canal played a primary role in the forestry products 


industry in Quebec and in the export of lumber to the 
United States. Twenty kilometres in length, the canal 
consists of nine locks, eight of which are still operated manually, and 
several swing, slide and lift bridges. The stair locks are the only ones 
of their kind in Quebec. Visitors can watch the lock operators at work, 


and take in the magnificent view over the Chambly basin. 


Visitors can enjoy the 20 kilometre former towpath by foot, bicycle or 
ski, and admire the sights of the Richelieu River, which has witnessed 
over a hundred years of history! Thanks to a new tour boat service, 
which offers one-hour tours, visitors can now experience the trip 
through the locks for themselves. They will see the 12 ton doors 

open and watch thousands of litres of water rush into the lock. It is

oteau-du-Lac was the site of the first canal with locks 
in North America. This canal made a significant 
contribution to the improvement of transportation on 


the St. Lawrence River in the 18th and 19th centuries. 


Because of its strategic position on the St. Lawrence 
River, a British military post was built there to protect the vital 
marine traffic artery from possible attacks by the Americans. 

j) Moreover, archaeological digs have uncovered artifacts more than 
a thousand years old. These prehistoric objects bear witness to the

Following the path of immigrants 


s the main human quarantine station in Canada 

from 1832 to 1937, Grosse Ile served as a bulwark 

against the spread of contagious diseases thanks, 

among other things, to its strategic location in the 
middle of the St. Lawrence. Its facilities housed tens 

of thousands of immigrants who were required to stay there after 

their Atlantic crossing. In 1847, the island became the site of a 

huge human drama when over 5,000 immigrants, primarily Irish, 


succumbed to typhus. 


By touring Grosse Ile, you can follow the path of thousands of 


immigrants headed to the New World, learn about the tragedy of the 


summer of 1847, and discover the many facets of a quarantine station. 


The tour includes approximately 40 historic buildings in a beautiful 
natural setting. Upon arrival, visitors will be transported back to the 
end of the 19th century when they enter the disinfection building 
with its many artifacts, including the impressive shower room. 
The walking path leads to the Irish cemetery and the Celtic Cross, 
erected in honour of the 7,000 immigrants 
and workers buried there. It is a moving 
tribute, commemorating the sad events 
of 1847. Finally, travelling on a monorail 
and accompanied by a guide-interpreter, 
visitors discover the former village and 


hospital area.

A string of island pearls offer 
chanting treasures 


he Mingan Archipelago National Park Reserve is an 
ideal spot for nature lovers. The islands and their 
beaches, the abundant fauna and flora are natural 
treasures waiting to be discovered. Immense limestone 
monoliths sculpted by wind, water and time, the greatest 
such concentration in Canada, are eloquent testimony to a past dating 
back 450 million years. Resembling immense sculptures, these huge 
blocks of limestone appear to adopt random shapes, reminding one of a 


frog, an elephant, an eagle, or even a woman with rounded contours. 


To really connect with nature, a hike on one of the islands is the 
recommended activity for a visitor. Among the monoliths, numerous 
birds find refuge in this marine environment, while whales can be 
seen in the tidal basin, and colourful flora abound. Campers and 
picnickers are sure to find peace and tranquillity here. There are also 
many interpretive activities on the islands. At nightfall, by the light of 
the capailloux (lanterns made of metal containers with candles inside) 
or guided by naturalists along groomed trails, visitors will 
be enchanted by the delights of the 
Mingan Islands.

~ Navigation on the St. Lawrence River 


ith a piloting station 1n operation from 1859 
to 1959, the construction of four lighthouses 
including one declared a historic monument, 

a Marconi telegraph office and a quarantine 
station, Pointe-au-Pére was for many years one 
of the most important navigational aid centres in Canada. Some of 
these elements played a decisive role in the shipwreck of the Empress 
of Ireland, which sank in just 14 minutes, allowing 1,012 people to 
perish in May of 1914. This little-known tragedy happened on the 


St. Lawrence River, a few kilometres from Pointe-au-Pere. 


The museum and the other buildings on the site present exhibits on 
navigational difficulties in the St. Lawrence, the significance of the 
Pointe-au-Pére station at the beginning of the century and the history 
of the Empress of Ireland. Underwater pictures, models and the 
many items in the collection will give visitors a fuller understanding 
of this terrible shipwreck. You can climb the 128 steps of one of 
the highest lighthouses in Canada while learning the details of its 
operation. Visit the foghorn shed to learn 
about the various sound systems used 


when visibility is poor.

Reliving the drama of the 1880s frontier 


n 1873, several Nakoda men, women, and children were killed 

by wolf hunters and whiskey traders at the Cypress Hills 

Massacre. Within two years, the North West Mounted Police 

established Fort Walsh in the Cypress Hills to preserve the 

peace. Fort Walsh became headquarters of the force following 
the Battle of the Little Bighorn, when Sitting Bull and 5,000 Lakota 
followers sought refuge in Canada. During this volatile period, 
Superintendent James Morrow Walsh made history by maintaining a 
delicate and diplomatic peace. The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
later used Fort Walsh as the location to raise the trademark black 
horses used in the world famous RCMP Musical Ride. 


Farwell’s Trading post is completely refurnished to the 1873 period 
and guides in period costumes recount the tale of the Cypress Hills 
Massacre.

Watch the migration of the Porcupine 
caribou herd, truly one of the great wildlife 
wonders of the world 


voavik is an Inuvialuit word meaning “a place for giving birth, 
a nursery’, in recognition of the Park’s importance as a part of 
the calving and early summer feeding grounds of the Porcupine 
caribou herd. The migration of this large herd of caribou 
through the Park each summer is truly one of the great wildlife 

wonders of the world. The herd is very important to the Inuvialuit 

and other people of the Yukon North Slope, having provided them food, 
=) shelter and clothing for thousands of years. 


Presently, the most popular recreational activity in Ivvavik National 
Park is white-water rafting on the Firth River. Although the river 


can be kayaked, fewer people use this mode of travel. There are 130 


kilometres of navigable river, from Margaret Lake to the Beaufort Sea. 


Location 


The administration and 
information centre for Ivvavik 
National Park is located in Inuvik, 
NWT, approximately 200 km 
from Ivvavik. The Dempster 
Highway, which ends in Inuvik, 
is the nearest road to the Park.

Gold Rush of 1898 


1 1896, gold was accidentally discovered on a tributary of the 
Rioraike River that became known as Bonanza Creek. A staking rush 
ensued, as prospectors from the shores of the Yukon River stampeded 
to the banks of the creek. News of the rush reached the outside world 
in July 1897, when two stern wheelers, the Portland and the Excelsior, 
docked in Seattle and San Francisco with a ton of gold on board. The rush 
was on! It is estimated that 100,000 gold seekers left their homes and began 
what was, for most, the greatest adventure of their lives. For some, the 
journey took over a year to complete, yet an estimated 40,000 arrived and 
boom town Dawson City was born. For over a century, mining for gold in 
the Klondike gold fields, either by hand or with large gold dredges, has kept 


this corner of the Yukon alive. 


Costumed interpreters tour you through the streets of Dawson Historical 
Complex, and pass by the S.S. Keno National Historic Site. Perched on the 
waterfront, she symbolizes lake and river sternwheel steamers. Have “Tea” 
on the veranda of the Commissioner's Residence, overlooking the beautiful 
flower gardens. Step back to Dawson's heyday in the Palace Grand Theatre 
or listen to Robert Service poetry at his cabin 
on the hillside. In the gold fields, you'll climb 
aboard what was the world’s largest wooden 
hulled, bucket line gold dredge, Dredge 
No. 4 National Historic Site.

A wilderness spectacular 


luane National Park and Reserve has Canada’s 
highest mountains and the most extensive icefields 
outside the polar regions. This vast wilderness has 


been recognized as a UNESCO World Heritage Site, 


along with neighbouring protected areas in Alaska 

and British Columbia. The icefields cover more than half of the Park’s 
22,000 square kilometres and can be seen by taking a “flight-seeing” 
tour or an extended hiking trip. The other half of the Park is comprised 
of boreal forest, mountain lakes, swift cold rivers, alpine meadows and 
tundra. The wildlife residing in these environments ranges from grizzly 
and black bear, moose, dall sheep and lynx to snowshoe hare, red fox 


and arctic ground squirrel. 


There are many ways to experience Kluane: from enjoying the scenic 

views while driving along the highways that border the park, to short 
hiking trips along one or many of its trails. Camping in the Kathleen 

Lake Campground or backpacking to explore the vast backcountry are 
also popular. Remember, this is a wilderness area, so good map and 
compass skills are essential for extended 
overnight hiking trips. Mountaineering, 
rafting, horse back riding and mountain 
biking also offer more ways to enjoy the 
Park. For your convenience, commercial

The last of the Yukon sternwheelers 


he S.S. Klondike National Historic Site pays 
tribute to an era of river boat transportation that 
brought people and goods into the region and hauled 


silver ore to a centralized staging point. The Site brings 


to life the history and challenge of moving freight 
along the Yukon River and tells the story of changes in lifestyle of 
the local residents who served the one-time vast fleet of vessels. 

The S.S. Klondike was built in 1920, sank in 1936 and was rebuilt 
and launched in the spring of 1937 as the S.S. Klondike IL 

It was the largest and last of the sternwheelers and, today, is the 


only sternwheeler in the Yukon that is open to the public. 


The S.S. Klondike’s final voyage was to a pad surrounded by a 

large grassed lot situated on the bank of the Yukon River. It has been 
restored and furnished to its 1937-40 historic appearance and character, 
and is complemented by the preservation of a Yukon barge, the Atlin. 
Visitors will be treated to a unique 30 minute tour of the vessel, 
viewing more than 7,000 artifacts in their original settings. 
Highlights of the tour include the steam 
engines, restored state rooms, wheel house 


and observation saloon.
